With regard to claim 9, KeUey et al. does not disclose or suggest first and second 
control towers and an adjuster assembly configured to lock the control towers in different 
fore-and-aft pivotal positions. 

With regard to claim 14, not one of JLorenz. Feldmanet al.. KellevetaL. fiagg, 
Sartleret al. and TCnm^ discloses or suggests a pair of control towers, a pair of joysticks 
and a pair of one-piece elastomeric boots surrounding the pair of control towers. 

In light of the foregoing Applicants submit that independent claims i and 14 are 
allowable over each of LorenzJFeldman et al.. KellevetaL. fiagg, Sffflqrgtfll and 
Yamm or any combination of them, and claim 9 is allowable over Kellevetal. Moreover, 
die dependent claims are deemed allowable over them by virtue of their dependence from 
the independent claims and the additional features the dependent claims recite. 
Accordingly, Applicants request withdrawal of die rejections.
